M. Wad- 
dlngton, the French ambassador, and

HAYES DEAD. 



The Ex-President, Thought to Be 
Improving, Grew Worse. 



Neuralgia of the Heart Was the Cause 
of the Fatal Ending. 



Fremont, 0., Jan. 18. — Ex-President 
R B. Hays died at 11 o'clock Tuesday 
night Early in the evening an inquiry 
elicited the response that the general 
had passed a fairly well day. and was 
resting easily, but the ehsnge from bet- 
ter to worse waa rapid, and at 11 o'clock 
the distinguished ex-president passed 
awav. The first intelligence of this 
was received when Webb C. Hayes 
came down town and quietly announced 
that his father had just died. 

During the day Gen. Hayes passed 
the long hours with more comfort than 
he was able to do at any time previous 
since the sttsck Saturday. Dr. ft*. S. 
Hllbish was with the ex-president, a 
spent the night at his bedside. 

The sickness had been watched di 
ing the day and evening with much in- 
terest by the friends of the genersl, and 
as is generally the case, many conflict- 
ing rumors were afloat 

The members of the family passed 
the day quietly, remaining at the fami- 
ly residence quite closely. Webb re- 
mained with his father almost con- 
stantly, only leaving the house a short 
time during the day. 

Rutherford B. Hayes is associated 
with the Fremont savings bank of this 
city and spent part of the morning at 
their place of business. In the after- 
noon he came down town, stopping at 
the telegraph office, presumably to
